HEREAS I latcly Recommended to your Car: the ſtrict Execution of the Laws for the due Obſer- 
vation of the LORD'sDAY ; Whercin, if You and the reſt of my Brethren the A/dermen ſhall do 
your parts within your reſpeCtive Wards, I queſtion nor bur it will have the defired effet, and pre- 
vent (ar leaſt) rhe open Profanation of that Day, I therefore again preſs you to employ your Care in 
| that particular. Bur hecaule there are alſo Notoriouſly in praftice within this City other great Vices 
and Diſorders, very diſhonourable ro Almighty GOD, and ſcandalous to the Cities Government, (ſuch as Drunkennels, 
Common Swearing and Curcſing, Tipling, and Gaming ;) 1 have thought fit , by the Advice of my Brethren the A4/der- 
men, to recommend to you likewiſe the ſuppreſſing of thoſe Enormiries (as far as in You lies) within Your Ward. And 
in regard there is grown too much in uſe a moſt Difſolute and Intamous PraCtice, for Men and Women in the Evening 
ro wander abour the Streets, and Impudently {ollicit others to Wickedneſs ; Your Care is carneſtly deſired , That the 
{cyeral Conſtables of Your Ward may frequently in the Evening Walk the Streets within their Precints , and be 
Induſtrious to prevent that Lewd and Shametul PraCtice, and Apprchend all Perſons they ſhall obſerve ro Misbehave 
themſelves in thar kind , or ſhall have juſt cauſe ro ſuſpect, and bring them before Me or fome other Juſtice of the 
Peace, to be ſent to Bridewe//, bound to the Good Behaviour, or otherwiſe dealt with according to Law. 

And for the other Misdemeanors before-mentioned, That the Conſtables and other Officers may the better under- 
ſtand their Duties, and the Pcnaltics by Law appointed to be inflicted on Offenders may be the better known, 1 have 
cauſed a ſhort Abſtract ro be made thereof our of the Laws,and to be here fer down ; Thar is to ſay, 


Drunkenneſ, Every Perſon that ſhall be Drunk, and therzot Convicted by View of a Juſtice of Peace, or one Witneſſes Oath, or

the parties Confeſſion, ſhall forfeit Five Shillings, to be paid within a Week ro the Churchwardens of the Pariſh for 
the uſe of the Poor, or elſe to be levied by Diſtreſs, by Warrant from a Juſtice of Peace ; If the party be not able, He 
i* to: be committed to the Stocks for ſix Hours: And for the ſecond Oifence , He's to be bound ro the Good Behaviour. 
Every Conſtable or other, neglecting his Duty , in correcting the Oitender or levying the Penalty , to forfeir 
Ten Shillings. 

The Perlon guilty thereof in the hearing of a Juſtice of Peace, or proved by Two Witneſlcs or the parties Con- 
feſſion, ſhall for every Offence pay 7 wz/ve Pence to the Poor, to bz levied by Diſtreſs, as before. For want of Diſtreſs. 
the Offender (if above 12 Years oli) to fit inthe Stocks Three Hours ; If under Twelve, ro be Whipped by Warrant of 
the Juſtice. 

No Perſon is to continue Tipling in any Tavern or other Victualling-Houſe (other than Labouring and Handicrafts: 
men upon the uſual Working-days for one hour at Dinner-time, and unlec(s for urgent occafions to be allowed by rwo 
Juſtices of the Peace) on pain of Forfeiting Three Shillings Four Pence, and Ten Shillings by the Victualler or Houle- 
keeper, that ſhall permit ſuch Tipling in his Houle : The party bcing convited thereof by View of a Juſtice of Peace 
or One Witneſſes Oath, or the partics own Confeſlion ; the ſame to be levied by Diſtreſs, by a Conſtable or the Church- 
wardens of the Pariſh where the Offence is committed, and to go to the Poor of the ſaid Pariſh. 

All Perſons keeping Common Gaming Houſes and Gameſters commonly reſorting thereunto, are to find Sureties or 
be committed. 

For the ſuppreſſing of all which Diſorders and Puniſhment of the Offenders, You are ſtritly to Injoyn all the 
Conſtables and Churchwardens within your Ward, Thar they carefully and conſtantly perform their Duties therein : 
And that You often Remind them thereof; and ſuch as you ſhall find Remiſs, that You take Care they may undergo 
the Penalties to be inflicted in that behalf. Hereof fail not, as You tender the Weal and Proſperity of this City.
